Nations that will guarantee the future peace of 
the world. Nothing else will save it, for all 
other known remedies of the past have failed 
and nations are still using the methods of wild 
beasts in settling their differences. A League 
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of Nations backed by the right kind of world 
sentiment wi/l. guarantee, future peace and Japan 
need not fear that her new development will be 
retarded or handicapped. Dr. Reinsch, the 
American Minister to China, in his last words 
before departing from the Orient said that Japan 
holds the trump card, which if played success- 


fully will gain for that country not only the | 


goodwill of China, but also the goodwill of the 
entire world. England and France are both 
suffering in goodwill and in actual business in 
the Orient because of the Shantung Settlement 
at the peace conference. Why don’t these 
nations help Japan play the trump card that will 
do more than anything else to stabilize con- 
ditions in the Orient; that will do more than 


anything else toward internal peace and develop- 


ment in China; that will bring prosperity to 
this country and to all countries having relations 


with China? 
gare prominent American officials who 
have been in China for several years are 
leaving China this year. The American Min- 
ister at Peking, Dr. Paul S. Reinsch, has resigned 
‘his position and has gone to Washington to 
take up the practice of law. Mr. Thomas 
Sammons, Consul-General at Shanghai, has been 
transferred to Melbourne, Australia; Mr. Rod- 
eric Dorsey, Senior Vice-Consul here, is going 
to Italy and Mr. E. Carlton Baker, Consul- 
General at Mukden, is going to India. There 
have been other changes, but so far as we know 
no other officials are leaving China. Mr. Julean 
Arnold, the American Commercial Attache in 
China, has gone home for the purpose of holding 
conferences pertaining to American trade in 
China with the U. 5. government officials and 
also with the large chambers of commerce and 
trade bodies. Just when Mr. Arnold plans to 


-return to China is not known and owing to the ~ 


many attractive offers which Mr. Arnold con- 
stantly receives to enter business, there is of 
course the chance that he may not return to 
China in government service. The foregoing 
transfers and changes of U. S. government 
oficials who have os in service in China has 
‘caused the circulation of many rumors in the 
Far East that have not been entirely complimen- 
tary to the American government. The worst 
rumor that has been most damaging to American 
prestige, in connection with these changes, has 
been circulated in China by the Japanese pro- 
_ pagandists in this country. In plain terms, the 
Japanese are telling the Chinese that Dr. Reinsch 
was forced to resign; that Messrs. Sammons, 
Dorsey and Baker were transferred, and that Mr. 
Arnold has been recalled, because their presence 
in China was distasteful to the Japanese. 


Give RAL influential Japanese newspapers 
have circulated these reports, connecting them 


power. 
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with the implication that the reasons Japan 
asked for the transfer of theseemen from China 
was that they were aiding in and encouraging 
the Chinese boycott against Japanese goods. 
The Japanese naturally hope in this way to 
weaken the detefmination of the Chinese who 
have planned the boycott for a period of two 
years. To all of these statements to the effect 
that their government was responsible for these 
changes in American officialdom in China, we 
will answer with one short and ugly word—Lues! | 


We will place this in the same category with the 


Japanese interpretation of the Lansing-Ishii 
Agreement, which was shown in Secretary Lans- 
ing’s testimony before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee to be simply more—]J aran- 
EsE Lizs! Dr. Reinsch in an interview in the 
Fapan Advertiser on his way home to America 
stated that his reasons for retirement from the 
U. S. Diplomatic service in China was for the 
purpose of entering upon the practice of law in 
Washington, D. C., and in the course of the 
interview further stated, “ As an attorney, it is 
probable that I will be: retained as_ legal 
councillor for China, but I am not to be her 
political adviser nor will China, I trust, be my | 
only client.” To this statement of the former 
American Minister might also be added the 


further information that since Dr. Reinsch’s — 
_ term of office would naturally expire next year 


with the close of President Wilson’s administra- 
tion, that he probably found it more advantage- 
ous to retire at this time rather than wait another 
year until the end of his term. 


wor the information of our Chinese readers, 
we will explain that the American Minister 
to China is a political appointment, the appoint- 
ment being made by the President with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, hence his tenure of 
office depends upon the life of the party in 
American consular officers to China and 
elsewhere are under the regulations of the Civil | 
Service, that is, their appointment is dependent 
upon their educational qualifications and ‘their 
advancement is automatic depending upon their 
ability to pass certain examinations and also 
upon their length of time in the service. Just 
why these men referred to above have been 
transferred to other fields is not known. In 


most cases it means advancement for them, or it 


may mean a wider field of activity with still 
further advancement later on. In no case does 
it mean that the Japanese government had any- 


thing to do with the transfer. The only country 


outside of the United States that could have 
anything to do with the transfer of these men is 
China herself, and we know that from the petitions 
that have been circulated in the various Chinese 
communities, that China would probably retain 
them for life if she could. From the standpoint 
of American interests in China these changes 
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and transfers are always disconcerting. For 
years American interests in China have been 
working for the permanence of American official- 
dom in China. Owing to the special and 
dificult character of this field, no American 
official should be appointed to the as. gg posi- 
tions here unless he has passed through a proper 
apprenticeship that makes him especially quali- 


fied, The same method has always been . 


applied by the larger business interests. Re- 
gardless of a man’s qualifications or accomplish- 
‘ments in other parts of the world, he has to 
Start at the bottom in China and build up. all 
over again. To abruptly remove him to Brazil 
for instance after he had served in China for five 
or six years would be unthought of and would 
be considered the height of poor business policy. 
Although the Civil Service at home has not 
been entirely divorced from political influence, 
improvements are constantly being made, and 
American interests ‘in China hope that future 
consular appointments to China will be from 
men who,know and understand the field—and 
that experienced men will be kept in the field 
rather than sent elsewhere when they have 
arrived at their best period of usefulness. 


Chinese readers of the Review 

have called our attention to the following 
news item appearing in recently arrived American 
newspapers; ‘“ The Pacific fleet will visit Japan, 
China and the Philippines if invitations are 
officially extended by the Oriental governments, 
it was authoritatively stated by navy officials here 
to-day (Honolulu, August 23), when shown a 
cablegram that a Japanese daily newspaper in 
Tokio had announced the fleet was expected to 
visit Japan. The trip to the Orient would be 
made after visits along the Pacific Coast of the 
United States are completed, the navy officers 
said. Chinese and Japanese consular officials 
called on Secretary Daniels this afternoon and 
extended cordial greetings.” We have been 
asked to give the * news as-much publicity 
as possible, the reason being that China would 
welcome at this time a visit of the American 
fleet to these ports. We have also been informed 
that the attention of the President of the Re- 
public of China is being drawmto it in the hope 
that on behalf of the country he will send an 
official invitation to the American Pacific fleet to 
visit the Far East. If the invitation is extended 
the U.S. naval officials will find the Chinese 


. warm and wholehearted hosts, upon their arrival

graphically shown by figures giving the sea 
strength of the various world Powers, compiled 
by the American Navy Department’s Office of 
Naval Intelligence. The figures, according toa 

ress dispatch from Washington, show that the 
United States, which was a third naval power in 


1917, is now second only to Great Britain, and 
is still pushing to completion a building pro- 


gram that will make the American navy, for 


the first time in recent history, a formidable 


contender for first naval honors. The actual 
standing of the naval powers of the world to-day 
from the standpoint of modern fighting strength 
is Great Britain, the United States, Japan, France, 
Germany, Russia and Italy. Completion of 
all vessels now building and projected, according 
to the most authentic figures available at the 
Navy Department, will add 219 ships totalling 
§09,000 tons to the British navy as compared 
with 349 ships and 1,116,389 tons for the 
United States, twenty-four ships and 167,200 
for Japan, and thirteen ships and 96,000 tons 
for Germany. Completion of the present 
building program in three years will find the 
chief naval powers with the following relative | 
strengths: Great Britain, 995 ships, aggregating 
2,772,542 tons; the United States, 608 ships 
totalling 2,197,922 tons; Japan, 170 ships, 
785,239 tons; France, 253 ships with 719,237 
tons, and Germany 463 ships, measuring 923,437

| hae third bulletin issued by the Inter- 

national Anti-Opium Association of Peking 
contains information full of interest, and sets 
forth the activities of the Association during the 


last three months. Greater attention, says the — 


bulletin, has been given to the publicity 
campaign, and quite a number of newspaper 


-articles have appeared in the Far Eastern 


foreign press and also in Great Britain and 
America dealing with various phases of the opium 
and morphia trades. The activities of a foreign 
gang operating between Harbin and Peking, 

ave been disclosed, according to the Chinese 
press, and it is understood that steps are being 
taken to bring the matter to the attention of the 
Russian legation in Peking. In the summer 
advantage, according to the bulletin, was taken 
of the presence at Peitaiho of a large number of 
missionaries from various parts of the country to 
acquaint them with the work which the Associa- 
tion is doing. A well attended meeting was 
held on July 24, and many exhibited an unusual. 
amount of interest in its work. Another thing 
of interest’ which the Association announces is 
the retaining of the services of a firm of lawyers 
to watch in the courts all cases connected with 
the smuggling of opium, in order “that with 


the consent of the Court evidence might be 
obtained which would reveal detects in regula- 
tions for the control of opium and morphia, the 
object being that the Association might draw the 
attention of the diplomatic representatives in 
China of the country concerned to the weakness 
thereby demonstrated and’ press for its remedy.” 


HE Association also reports that it “ has 
within the last few days come into posses- 

sion of information which proves without the 
shadow of a doubt that morphia manufactured 
in America is reaching China via Japan. The 
clandestine movement of the drug, long 
suspected but now proved, will necessitate the 
Association taking steps to render these illicit 


movements impossible.” Mr. Julean Arnold, 


the American Commercial Attache, who is in 
America, has been asked to supply information 
as to the regulations in force in America 


governing opium and morphia, and “ if 


the course of his investigations he discovere 
that the American transhipment regulations are 
being abused and that morphia is being sent via — 
the States to throw the rest of the world off the 
scent we can rest assured that such representa- 


‘tions will be made by him as will lead to a 


thorough investigation and to an immediate 
stoppage of abuses.” In another article under 
the caption “The Morphia Scandal in China,”’ 
the Association dwells upon “the culpable 
negligence shown a Great Britain in allowing 
not only the manufacture of morphia in quanti- 
ties far in excess of the world’s legitimate 


requirements but also in allowing its unlimited 


export to Japan on the mere strength of licences 
to import issued either by the Japanese Home 
Office or by the Japanese authorities of the 
Kuangtung Leased Territory, but also in not 


taking any steps to ascertain whether the licences 
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issued are enormously in excess of the legitimate 
requirements of either Japan or ‘ Dairen and its 
vicinity.” That Great Britain should not have 
assisted China by the simple process of for- 
bidding the export to Japan of morphia in 
excess of Japan’s legal requirements is to be 
regretted, the more so as the absolute control of 
this traffic is of the easiest. 
have been an attempt to call for some kind of 
license was at the time taken to be a good sign 
but when it was seen that the mere presentation 
of a license was construed as justifying the export 
of unlimited quantities to Japan it was felt by 
many that conditions had changed for the worse 
as it lent an appearance of control which in 


reality does not exist. Conditions under the’ 


system of licenses have only been modified to 
the extent that ‘open shipment’ by a vessel 
bound for Japan can only be made if the shipper 
first produces a license to import issued by the 
Japanese authorities. The result of this has 
been to drive the exporter to what may be term- 
ed the ever open back door—the Post Office— 
as a channel through which to transport his drugs 
and incidentally to do so in what for him is an 


ideal manner, one which leaves no trace behind. 


By this is meant that no summary or abstract is 
made of the various commodities leaving Great 
Britain through the Post Office and the statistics 
of export of morphia will therefore not show 
what amount has been sent out of the country 
in the form of postal parcels.”

cys New York Fournal of Commerce has 


turned its attention to the “Salvation of 
China,” and in a leading editorial discusses the 
present and future of the country. It is the 
opinion of that self poised and influential jour- 
nal that to save China from bankruptcy would 
seem to be a much more pressing necessity than 
to shorten the term of possession by Japan of 
the special privileges ceded to Germany under 
the treaty of Kiaochow. The Yourna/ thinks 
that China is headed straight for bankruptcy, 
and which is only too evident on the face of a 
plain statement of the obligations she has to meet 
and the means provided for discharging them. 
The statement, which the Yournal. publishes as 
showing the financial condition of China, was 
prepared by Chu Chi-chien, and estimates the 
available annual income of the country about 
$370,000,000 against which are debt charges 
and administrative expenses of a total of fully 
$24.0,000,000. |

responsible as Peking, and which is the only 
form of despotism from whose effects the subject 
millions of Shantung or any other Chinese prov- 


ince are really suffering; and it is because civil 


government in China is under the control of the 
Tuchuns, the military satraps, that the Chinese 
government faces a deficit on its annual expendi- 
ture of at least $1 30,000,000.” 


g sa Fournal appears to know that although 

in private business transactions the Chinese 
are close and accurate calculators, but at the 
same time the balance sheet of public income and 
expenditure may not be received as always re- 
liable. According to Mr. Chu the foreign debt of 
China is $1,1 58,210,543, but of this sum the loans 
to China by Japan are estimated $62,500,000, 
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whereas a newspaper representing Japanese in- 
terest in Peking estimates that loans made to 
China by Japan since 191 amount to $180, §00,- 
000. Itis important to all concerned that the 
Fournal of Commerce is giving attention to this 
subject, and a more refreshing and pertinent 


reminder has not been given for some time than > 
‘the following: “It does not greatly help 
matters to point out that China is enormously 


wealthy, for she will not develop her wealth ; that 
she has great mineral-resources, when her mining 


laws do not allow their development; that 


she has untold commercial possibilities, when 
she has not transport facilities at all adequate to 
meet them. The fact is only too manifest that 
China’s immediate need is ready money to fulfill 
her present obligations. But knowing this, she 
still opposes through a corrupt military clique in 
Peking the efforts of the banking consortium 
to place her finances on a secure basis.”’ 


myt it is this corrupt military clique in 
Peking which Western nations continue 
to recognize as the government of China and 
which, without such recognition, would have to 
go out of the business of spoliation. It is under- 


stood that Western nations, when China declared 


in favor of a republican form of government, 
accredited their diplomatic representatives to the 
Republic of China, but it is well known that 
since Yuan Shih-kai received the Provisional 
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Constitution and swore to obey it there has been 


no republican government in China. The 


Constitution was nullified by that usurper and 
also by the “corrupt military clique” which have 
subsequently paraded in Peking as the govern- 
ment of China. It would seem that the time 
has come when Western nations should inguire 
into the agency assuming the powers of govern- 
ment, and learn if the form named in the 
credentials of their representatives is the form to 
which their representatives were accredited. And 
there is reason for the inquiry. When America, 
France and Great Britain united in a friendly 
spirit to find a sound basis for Chinese finance, 


and invited Japan to join, the resultis a coalition 
_ between Japanese and certain Chinese to reject 
the ofter of the three Western nations. The 


reason given by Japan is that she wants about 
half of the land area of China for her exclusive 
business, and the Chinese reason is that they are 
receiving money from Japanese and do not care 
to have the source of supply stopped. These 
are the Chinese composing the “corrupt military 
clique’’ referred to by. the journal and now 
known to the world as capable of any deed of 
national or intérnational shame. | 


2 ought to be plain to the wayfarer that China 
covers too much of the earth’s surface to 
be monopolized by any nation for trading pur- 
poses. The equitable doctrine of the open door 
will hardly be abandoned because of Japan’s | 
refusal] to join the banking consortium, and 
China ought to profit by her experience in 
yielding to the counsel of Japan during the war, 
a course of action which prevented hss from 
having a seat at the table of the peace 
conference. The purpose of the consortium is 
to embrace all government loans, unify: foreign 
interest in China, and arrest the process of dis- 
memberment through the growth of local 
spheres of influence. The arrangement indicated 
is naturally unpalatable to the military clique, 
and there is doubt if it commands the approval 
of the voluble exponents of China's grievances 
against the nations of the West. 


Sedge magazine of Export American Indus- 
tries of August, 1919, contains an 
article on the United States as a great interna- 
tional banker. The opening paragraph reads as 
follows: ‘Europe owes the United States

“That great instrument of credit, 


the ‘acceptance,’ prior to 1914 was practically a 


neglected factor in American banking. We 
consequently did not possess the means of 
making dollar exchange an important in- 
ternational factor. Since the inauguration of the 
new banking system of the United States, 
however, the growth in volume of bank 
acceptances has been rapid. In February, — 
1915, bankers acceptances purchased by the 
Federal Reserve Banks amounted to only $93,- 
ooo.

rROM what Mr. Norton writes Americans 
in Siberia have been acting in bad faith in 
the violation of their promises, and in conse- 
quence the Japanese have supplanted the 
Americans in the popularity the latter once held. 
But all this may end like the report that the 
American general in Siberia refused to support 


the Japanese general in a fight, when in fact to . 
have engaged in the battle would have been 


directly contrary to the policy and order of 
the American government. The episode is 
now of too old a date to need explanation, 
and when the American government is heard 
from Mr. Norton's views will hardly justify 
the prominence given it by the senior foreign 
newspaper published in China. It would be 
quite as unjust to judge the conduct of 
Americans, by the opinion of one of their 
countrymen, as it would be to judge the senti- 
ment of Saxons, by an act that protected the 
Statue of Charles I in London from the bombs 
of German airships, and leaving the Statue of 
Nelson exposed. And there is the exposed 
Statue of Cromwell, representing the great 
Protector as looking straight at Parliament 
House, and recalling the events of the times 
when it is written in English history that the 


HE writer has never heard or read that 
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carriage of Hampton was fiercer. No page of 
Saxon history is brighter with deeds, which 
encircle the Sea Girt Isle with a halo of great- 
ness, than the page on which is written the 
expulsion of a dynasty of tyrants from England 
and writing in her code of law the Habeas 
Corpus Act, the Bill of ms ja and the 
Authority of Parliament to determine who 
should be King of England, or whether there 
should be any King at all. 


Americans had professed sanctification or 
exemption from the failings of the human race, 
but if as many people in Siberia have not been 
fed as was hoped and expected, it can be remem- 
bered that the American government is not only 
undertaking to feed the inhabitants of the islands 
of the Seas but also the inhabitants of a Con- 
tinent, and it is reasonable that there may be 
shortcomings in some parts of the world, but 
whatever the shortcomings, in view of the 
humane and magnanimous intentions, it is 


ote that Mr. Phil Norton and the 


“Senior” appear exceptionally unappreciative. 


And in connection with Siberia, The Manches- 
ter (British) Guardian warns the British govern- 
ment there is a suspicion that Japan 1s on very in- 
timate terms with the Koltchak government and or 
some other pretender to the Russian government 
is on the eve of loaning it a large sum of money. 
The action of Japan in declining to join the 
banking consortium has encouraged the belief that 
there are grounds for the suspicion, and recent 
news on the subject is rather confirmatory. The 
Guardian demands that the British government 
and the Paris conference ought to insist upon 
the publication of such secret facts and 


agreements. It is not easy to believe that 


even Japan would so soon after the conference 
enter into agreements contrary to the spirit and 
letter of the peace treaty. The ink with which 
Japan wrote her name to the treaty is scarcely 
dry, ere a high standard newspaper, like The 
Manchester Guardian, is throwing out a caution 
not to trust too far Japanese rectitude and 
written promises, and suggesting an investiga- 
tion implying that Japan is acting in bad faith. 
It may be stated that foreign opinion is not 
doubtful of Japan’s policy to appropriate as 
much land in China as she is able to acquire by 


means of loans or diplomatic skill. 


ae opinion of a newspaper like the New 

York fournal of Commerce onany subject 
of public policy is always"interesting, and what 
it thinks-of the treaty of peace now before the 
American Senate for ratification and the proposed 
reservations is clearly stated as follows: “If 
personal and partisan considerations could be 
eliminated from the consideration of peace terms 
by Senators, there ought to be no difficulty in 
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securing an early ratification of the Treaty, 
including the Covenant of a League of Nations 
for maintaining it. That public sentiment 
throughout the country is strongly in favor of 
it does not admit of doubt. It was becoming 
somewhat wearied and more or less distracted by 
partisan appeals before the meeting of the 
President with the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee at the White House; but that ought 
to be effective in clearing this away. There 
was no display of party spirit on either side on 
that occasion, but symptoms ofitare still observ- 
able. What is of the utmost importance now is 
_ that doubt, uncertainty and restlessness as to the 
future should be dispelled as speedily as possible, 
while it would be greatly aggravated by a failure 
or postponement of the international agreement. 
Nobody claims that the President is infallible or 
that the Treaty is a perfect instrument, but he 
exerted a strong influence for an American pro- 
gressiveness among nations and helped to secure 
the best terms attainable and the best means of 
assuring their effectiveness. Nothing can now 
be undone or done over, at least without long 
delay, serious disturbance and a far worse situa- 
tion than now exists. The President conceded 
that there might be reservations on certain 
doubtful points ; but he was unquestionably right 
in insisting that they should be expressed outside 
of the text of the Treaty and the Covenant, 
which are inextricably blended together. The 
reservations, which have been so much discussed 
and so tiresomely dwelt upon, are few and notso 
serious as some have tried to make them appear ; 
and there is reason to believe that no objection 
would be raised to them by other nations. In 
no case are they likely to have serious effect. 
They are more likely to work beneficially. 
W hat is of the utmost importance now, especially 
for this country, is a prompt settlement and 
relief from tormenting uncertainty. For that 
the Senate is responible.”

Significance of Japan’s Re- 
fusal to Join the Consortium 


BY HOLLINGTON K. TONG 
aefo* has politely told the United States 


that unless Manchuria and Mongolia, con- 


sisting of 1,730,000 square miles or about one- 


fifth of the size of America, are placed outside its 
sphere, she cannot join the new consortium for 
the financing of China. Great Britain and 
France tacitly, and America openly oppose this 
stand she has taken. They have threatened to 
form a consortium without her, and this threat, 
if they really mean to carry it out, may secure a 
reconsideration of her attitude. Japan, after all, 
has no desire to be excluded from the powerful 
financial institution to be formed, although she 
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in silver.

would do everything within her power to try to 
secure a recognition of her special position in 
Manchuria and Mongolia. | 

In the meantime, Japan is giving out the 
news that she is prepared to Jend to China 
between $40,000,000 and $100,000,000, where- 
by she is hoping to find out whether or not the 
threat of the other Powers is a mere bluff. 
The Chinese authorities are being assured that 
whatever amount of funds they need will be 
forthcoming from the Island Empire. While 
the majority of the patriotic Chinese are 
decidedly against this alluring inducement, some | 
of the Northern militarists welcome it in order 
to relieve their financial stringency. 

In the last analysis, China will have to 
decide whether she wants assistance from Japan 
or from the other Powers. If she can be 
quickly united, Japan’s tempting offer will 
not be accepted but if not, there is a great 
probability for the acceptance of it by the North. 
For the: time being,’ both parties are paying 
considerable attention to China’s internal situa- 
tion. Upon its future development depends the 


success of the one and the failure of the other. 
In the end, Japan will however have to join the 
consortium, whether she likes it or not, even if her 
wish to keep the development of Manchuria and 
Mongolia to herself is not acceded to, provided 
that the other three Powers do not show any 
dissension amongst themselves, and that they

will modify their policy to meet China’s views- 
These few lines briefly summarize the news con- 
cerning the differences over the new Consor- 
tium’s policy. 
Serious consequences will follow in the 
event of America, Great Britain and France 
yielding to Japan’s claim to the exclusion of 
such a large portion of Chinese ‘ territory 
from the activities of the Consortium. The 
least of all will be the resurrection of the sphere 
of influence day in Asia, the day which has 
passed together with the decision of the Paris 
peace conference that the balance of power 
should be replaced by the League of Nations. 
It is a certainty that if Japan is allowed to treat 
Manchuria and Mongolia as her special areas, 
the other Powers will ask for similar privileges 
in other parts of China in order to counter 
balance her influence. This rivalry for ter- 
ritorial spheres in China will lead to her partition 
asanation. ; | 
| Even if the other Powers who are more 
enlightened and democratic refrain from follow- 
ng the example of Japan and securing any 
sphere of influence in China, an admission by 
them of Japan’s special interests in Manchuria 
and Mongolia will result in her eventual annexa- 
tion of this territory, and her sure conquest of 
China. Chinese history shows that through- 
out the last four thousand years China has 


always been threatened with invasion from the 
North. It was the Tartars, the Mongols and 


‘the Manchus who came from that direction and 


conquered her in succession. When Japan 
completely dominates Manchuria and Mongolia, 
China’s doomsday is near. The Japanese will 
organize the host of warring Mongols, who have 
been tamed by the Chinese for the last four 
hundred years, into a big fighting machine, and 
use them against China. | 

W hat is of more grave consequence follow- 
ing the Powers recognition of Japan’s claim to 
her special interests in Manchuria and Mongolia 
will be the part which this section of Chinese 
territory will play in the reported formation of a 
Japanese-Russian and German alliance that will — 
threaten the peace of the world. The possibility 
of such an alliance is an old story, although the | 
information that Manchuria and Mongolia will 
play a part in it is new. As early as 1916, 
when the writer was in New York, Mr. Miller, 
the editor-in-chief of the New York ‘Times, a 
more sincere friend than whom Japan could not 
desire, told him in the course of a conversation 
that this alliance would be inevitable after the 
war. One month ago, from an equally. good 
authority, the writer learned that there was a 
connection between the alliance and Japan’s 
Manchurian and Mongolian claim. 


On account of their geographical location, 
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Manchuria and Mongolia are bound to form a 


link of this gigantic chain, the Japanese-Russian 
and German alliance, which is reported to have 
been under consideration by the Japanese 
government and the German leaders for some 
time. If there is a deflection of them, it will be 
dangerous to the whole plan. They happen to 
be a weak link, and it is the intention of Japan 
to strengthen it by every possible means. 
Hence her demand that Manchuria and Mon- 
as be excluded from the operation of the 

onsortium, so that she herself can so develop 
them as to fit in with the general scheme, with- 
out the knowledge of the world. 

Some understandings are said to have been 
already reached between Japan and Germany. 
The first item on their program is to help 
- Russia to stand on her feet. Russia’s future 
allies must feel happy because Great Britain, 
according to Mr. Lloyd George, has decided to 
leave Kussia to work out her own salvation, and 
with-draw her troops. This British policy may 
influence America and France and result in their 
withdrawal of troops therefrom. ‘That is what 
is desired by both Japan and Germany. Their 
plan of saving Russia consists of the dispatch 
of German professors to teach her peasants and 
of the Japanese troops to clear ‘Siberia of the 
Bolshevik elements. It cannot be carried out 
as jong as the Allied soldiers are stationed in 
Russia. A chance is now coming for its execu- 
tion if Mr. Lloyd George’s policy to abandon 
Russia as an ally is not changed. 

To argue that such an alliance is impossible 
is to argue against the fact that Great Britain 
and France would not make secret treaties with 
Japan for giving away China’s rights in the 
midst of the war which they repeatedly declared 
was waged for the upholding of human rights. 
Whf not such an alliance? Germany has been 
crushed physically but not spiritually. Her 


sympathizers say that in the deplorable state she | 


now is, she can easily defeat any single nation in 
Europe without much difficulty. Would she 
not dream of revenge? Certainly, and then 
there is no better ally than Japan to Germany. 
To Japan accordingly, she is sending, so says the 
press report, hundreds of experts for the manu- 
facturing of the latest explosives, for the running 
of submarines and for the making of other 
destructive instruments. | 

Meanwhile Germany’s army, as in the days 
of Napoleon, is being secretly organized. Gustov 
Noske, her Minister of Defence, declares that by 
October Germany will have 250,000 men. The 
appeal published in the Freiheit to the Licht- 


schlag corps states the time will come when the 
resolute and 


fatherland will again need a 
experienced army. 


If the Lichtschlag corps 


methods are being followed generally by other 
corps, a very formidable army, it is said, could 
be produced at a moment's notice. 
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Russia has even better reasons for such an 
alliance. She has lost the largest number of men 
in the war, and is now practically deserted by the 
Allies. The revolution and Bolshevism which 
are raging in Russian territory from one end 
to the other are the outcome of the war, but 
Russia is now left to their mercy. A number 
of Russians who have recently come to China 
from Siberia express their bitter feelings against 
the Allies in strong words. If there is a chance 
for her to get even with the Allies, she would 
do so. 

Japan is trembling for -her safety. The 
station of the American fleet inthe Pacific Ocean 
is a concrete expression of America’s fear of the 
Japanese ambition, and indicates a change of her — 
foreign policy towards the Far East. Japan 
foresees the possibility of an armed conflict with 
the United States, and her press does not hesitate 
to give to it all the publicity it is worth. She is 
naturally anxious to have allies. She has found 
Germany and Russia. Owing to the operation 
of the blue pencil wielded by the censors, the 
mind of the whole world has been allowed to 
slumber during the war. It will be a prodigious 
job to stab it broad awake soon enough to make 
its awakening effective in devising means to 
avoid the coming catastrophe by meting out 
justice wherever it is due. 
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Such being the significance of Japan's 
clam to the exclusion of Manchuria 
Mongolia from the sphere of the new Con- 
sortium, she is putting up a smoke screen 
when she announces that she is basing her claim

_churia. Since the war, there might have been 


some understandings between Japan and the 


Imperial government of Russia concerning that 


on geographical and historical grounds. It is . 


however a very poor smoke screen. The 
geographical argument advanced by Japan in 
support of her Manchurian and Mongolian 
claim has no leg to stand on. Secretary of 
State Lansing, who made the Lansing-Ishi 
Agreement, refused to recognize the interpreta- 
tion of “territorial propinquity as special or 
paramount interests for Japan. In other words, 
America has not recognized Japan’s  speciai 
position in South Manchuria. Furthermore, at 
the time when the agreement was concluded, 
China lodged a protest against it and declared 
that it was not binding. 

Historically, Japan’s claim is_ likewise 
unsupportable. Her relations with South Man- 
churia commenced with the Russo-Japanese 
War in 1906. She declared before, during and 
after the war that she did it for the sake of 
the open door and against the occupation of 
Manchuria by Russian armies. This declara- 
tion brought forth moral as well as financial 
support from America and England. In the 
Portsmouth Treaty, both Japan and Russia 
agreed to have no exclusive interests in Man- 


part of the country, but such understandings 
have never been recognized by the peoples in 
Russia nor in China. They are invalid. The 
so-called 1915 treaty as a sequence of the notor- 


ious Twenty-one demands has never been recog- 


of the Yokohama Specie Bank. 


nized by the Chinese people. Even granting 
for the sake of argument that it were valid, it 
provides special privileges for Japan only in 
South Manchuria. As regards North Man- 
churia and Mongolia, Japan has even less 
reasons to claim them as being under her 
special influence. om 
Knowing that the reasons given by Japan 
to support her claim are unsupportable and that 
they are a mere smoke screen to hide a big 
plan tor aggrandizement, even her own people, 
who have caught the tendency of the world and 
believe in a new international principle of joint 
security and equal opportunity, are opposing the 
proposal to exclude Manchuria and Mongolia 
from the Consortium’s activities. Among them 
are Baron Uchida, Japan’s Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, and Junnosuka Inouye, governor of | a 
Bank of China, who was until recently president 
During the last 
two months the press of the Orient has been 
filled with Baron Uchida’s views, and there is no 
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need to repeatthem here. Butwhat Mr, Inouye 
has said on this question will be of interest. In 
leadin magazine in Tokio, he 
published an article under the caption “ Cannot 
Japafi compete with other nations in China 
without special privileges?” in which he 
expresses his belief that she can. 
Thanks to the war, Japan, Mr. Inouye 
“says, was enabled to establish her trade in China 
firmly, and with Germany and Russia almost 
_ entirely out of the field, and with England and 
America situated far from China, there is every 
reason to believe that Japan will be dominant 
in China even though competing with these 
nations on an — footing. As regards the 
new consortium, he said: ‘Japan should con- 
sider this from a broad and far-reaching stand- 
int. When investments are prepelty made 
in the railways, mines and various industries in 
order to exploit China’s natural resources it will 
not only be China, but also Japan which will be 
greatly benefited in the future. Hitherto, the 


principal nations have had their own spheres of — 


activities both for political and economic pur- 
pa and as a result China’s development has 

en slow. That a strong banking syndicate 
_ bas been formed with an object of jointly inves- 
ting in China is most welcome and all the 
troubles hitherto resulting from this source will 
be eliminated. Concerning the formation of 
this banking syndicate some people in this coun- 
try (Japan) advance a theory providing for the 
exclusion of Manchuria and Mongolia. This 
is a thoroughly mistaken idea, inasmuch as the 
proposed syndicate is merely an economic or- 
ae aimed at making joint investments ;

The latest development of the mining activities 
in Hupeh is the proposed iron company in Ocheng 
which will exploit two iron mines in the vicinity of 
Ocheng. The company is now trying to obtain 
license from the government. 

The market for export in Hankow remains quiet 
and prices are slightly lower than last week. Moderate 
business is reported to have been done in sessamum 
seed, wood oil, cotton and gall nuts. There is practi- 
cally no business doing in other produce. : 

It is reported that the establishment of an Italian | 
Consulate-General at Changsha, Hunan, which has 
been approved by the Peking Administration, is being 
put into effect. A secretary of the Italian legation in 
Peking has been appointed as the first Consul-General. 


The first express train to Hankow straight through 
from Peking since the washing away of the bridge near 
Hwayuan arrived at Hankow on September 25. For 
the time being, the old timetable will be observed 
except that the train will arrive in the afternoon instead 
of early in the morning.

The proposed aerial railway to the mountain tops 
of the Kuling Estate is temporarily abandoned as it is 
commonly alleged that the engineer in charge of this 
work for the Chinese company is not carrying on the 
work and that the company is now taking steps to have 
the scheme brought to a close. 

A poultry and animal breeding enterprise is 
understood to have been launched by a native of Hunan 
in Hankow. The name of the company is to be 
Cheng Kee and will be situated in the vicinity of 
Hankow. It is said that the company will pay great 
attention to cows, pigs, chickens and ducks. 


The tea merchants of Hunan and Hupeh are 


lodging a strong protest to the government, complain- 
- ing against the inefficient and corrupt system of /:din 
under which they are suffering great losses. [hey 
also state that the present /idin systert is greatly ham- 
pering the trade in these two provinces, 

There is a very brisk demand in the market for 
yarn in Hankow at higher prices than ever, Dealers 
seem anxious to buy forward and seem confident that 
prices will remain at the present high level for some 
time to come. Prospects for piece goods are brighter 
but there is practically ‘no change to report. 

‘Word is received that most of the government 
middle schools as well as higher primary schools will 
not be opened this fall. The cause of this is the lack 


of funds to run the schools and it is said that many 
school buildings are at present occupied by soldiers. 
Some private schools will also stop work. 

Preparations are being made by the Hupeh govern- 
ment for the celebration of October 10, the anniversary 
of the birth of the Republic of China. 


A review 


of troops is understood to have been included in the 
program of that occasion and all official and public 
organizations are ordered to celebrate this day. 

The Yu Hwa Cotton Mill, the Hupeh cotton 
mill No 2, is making preparations to erect their plant 
in Wuchang and is inviting tenders for this purpose. 
The machinery of this new plant is ordered from Eng- 
land and will reach here in the near future. The mill 
expects to make a start at the earliest time possible. 

The Hankow Chinese Chamber of Commerce has 
recently received a request from ‘Taiyuan, making 
inquiry into the conditions of cotton mills in Hupeh 
with the view of opening a mill in that place. The 
Hankow Chamber is now trying to supply the Taiyuan 
people with full information concerning the cotton mill 
development in this province. 

The Wuchang government cotton farm, the third 
cotton experimental station of the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Commerce, has made marked progress in 
improving cotton in Hupeh and the cotton produced at 
this farm finds a very good market in Shanghai. This 
cotton farm is at present petitioning the above Ministry 
for exemption of duty on the cotton produced by it. 

It is reported that a manganese mine has been 
discovered in Yanghsin, Hupeh. Samples of the ores 
have been handed to the Hupeh Government Mining 
Bureau and mostly probably it will be exploited by this 
bureau. The mine is not far from Hsiangpihshan near 
Tayeh where a great iron mine is being operated by 
the above bureau, which is in need of manganese for 
the manufacture of steel.

authorities have decided to take precautions against any 
future agitation among the students by the issuance of 
an instruction which holds the parents responsible for 
the conduct of the students. They are to sign a form 
as a guarantee whereby they are to take the whole 
responsibility for the young men, 

News is received that an electric light company 
has been launched in Wucheng, Kiangsi, a city of 
importance in that province. Another news item is to 
the effect that the Yung Ming Glassware Factory owned 
and operated by Chinese was opened in Wuhu at the 
end of last month. The latter factory manufactures 
all glassware used in the Chinese households that are 
the consumers of Japanese cheap products. 

The rice crop in Hunan is said to be very poor 
and a recent report is to the effect that in Southern 
Hunan the crop is not more than 50 per cent that of 
last year. A drought for more than two months has 
cut all the crops very short. Tobacco, tea, oil nuts 
and tung oil nuts are also 50 per cent off when com- 
pared with the crops of last year. Sweet potatoes and 
peanuts have not been harvested but are not promising. 

The scheme for running a water supply company 
in Wuchang, which was at first undertaken by a certain 
partnership and proved a failure on account of in- 
sufficiency of capital, is now being renewed by Lu Kai- 
chih, a Ningpo native from Shanghai, who is now 
negotiating with the Hupeh Industria] Bureau to obtain 
this licence. The present water supply of Wuchang is 
directly from the river bank where the coolies bring the 
river water to hundreds of homesteads in the city. 


The Hukwang Hsin Pao, a vernacular daily 
published in the Japanese Concession, Hankow, under 
Japanese influence, that has for the last three months 
been publishing almost daily articles attacking America 
as wellas other Western Powers, has recently published 
an editorial discrediting Dr. Paul S. Reinsch, a good 
friend of the Chinese, as a dangerous person and his 
farewell message delivered at a reception in Peking on 
his departure from China as being productive of evil 
effects on the readers. | : | 

General Chang- Hsun, who startled the Metro- 
polis in 1917 with a coup d'etat in the Manchu 
restoration movement, and who is reported to be 
financing a cotton mill in Kiukiang, has recently 
entered the mining field at Tayeh, the richest iron ore 
region in Hupeh. He is said to have bought a coal mine 
near Hwangshihkong where there are at present more 
than twenty mining companies in operation. This 
new mining company is to be known as the Ching 


_ Lung Company, and an engineer is at work making 


investigations in that place. 

_ A great move toward the development of the rich 
inland province of Anhwei is being set afoot by the 
National Conservancy Bureau that is at present at work 
on a plan for improving the water routes through 
Anhwei. province by deepening the Huai River, the 
largest in the province, and its adjacent branches.

Tien Yu-wang, a gentleman of Shin Hsien, 
bought 1,200 mow of land on the north and south 
banks of the Hwei Chi River, where he constructed 
walls, dug wells, and has planted more than 2,000,000 
trees. 

Chin Teh-tse, a returned student from the 
University of Victoria and now dean of the Fu Chung

A. on September 21.

The Canton city boys continue to make life 
uneasy to the merchants selling “low grade” or 
Japanese goods. About half a dozen cases have been 
reported by them during the week ending September 
19. 

The National Educational Association of China 
will hold a conference in Shansi province October 10. 
Canton will be represented at the assembly by Presi- 
dent C. Y. Chen Kiewoon of the Provincial Education- 
al Association. 


Chun Wing-kwong, vice-president of the Canton 
Christian College, is expected to be back in 
Canton soon from Java where he went to raise contri- 
butions for the school. So far $82,000 Singapore 
money has been raised. 


The Second Kuangtung Army under Col. Wang 
Yam-wan, stationed in Yangkong, attacked the bandits 
on Goose Head Mountain on September 24, and 
succeeded in capturing Hong Yu-shin, a notorious 
leader, besides ten other robbers. 


The Commissioner of Finance has sent out special 
mining deputies to different districts of Kuangtung to 
investigate newly discovered coal deposits in those 
districts, the exploitation of which are being contem- 
plated by Chinese mining companies.

Cc. Tong, Managing Director of the Shanghai 
Commercial & Savings Bank Ltd.

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Y. C. Tong or Tong Yuen-cham, one of the oldest 
American returned students, is at present holding the 
osition of managing director of the Shanghai Com- 
ercial and Savings Bank, Limited, one of the most 
promising modern banks in China. 

Born in Hsiangshan, Kuangtung, in 1860, Mr. Tong 
received the rudiments of education at Tong Kar village 
Schools. Through competitive examinations he’ was 
admitted into the Chinese Educational Mission School at 
Shanghai, which was organized by Dr. Yung Wing for 
the preparation of Chinese students to enter American 


institutions of learning After having studied at that 
‘school for a while, he was sent to America for higher 


education. In September of 1872 he arrived in the United 
States as a government supported student. 

In the fail of 785: Mr, Tong, together with the other 
Chinese students, was recalled to China by the Manchu 
Government, which was told by one of its emtissaries in 
Washington, D. C., that these young Chinese had 
gradually become foreignized to the detriment of their 
mother country. Upon his first return to China, Mr. 
Tong was assigned to the Telegraph Administration 
where he received gradual promotions. When he first 
joined it, he was a mere operator, receiving four or five 
taelsa month. Later he was promoted to be clerk-in-chief, 
superintendent, chief superintendent, general manager, 
assistant director-general, and finally he was made 
director-general of the Administration. His connection 
with the telegraph work lasted thirty-two years, and in 
1913 he was removed as chief of the Shanghai telegraph 
office because of his siding with the liberal element 
during the so-called second revolution. Ever since he 
has persistently declined to join the government service. 

During his connection with the Telegraph Adminis- 
tration, Mr. Tong was often asked by the government 
concurrently to act in other official capacities. Once he 
was Chinese government representative at Shanghai. 
At another time he was Supervisor of government 
students going abroad. Sill on another occasion he was 
Superintendent of Chinese Customs at Shanghai. 

Under the Tsing dynasty, Mr. Tong's official rank 
was that of Expectant Taotat. He was decorated by 
their Majesties the King of Denmark, the King of Sweden 
and the King of Norway. After the establishment of the 
Republic of China, he was also decorated by the 
President. 

The managing director of the Shanghai Commercial 
& Savings Bank, which office he commenced to hold 
immediately after his resignation from the Telegraph 
Administration, takes much interest in all forms of 
social activities.

CHINA 


September 23. The general cultivation of the poppy in 


the province of Shensi (a fact known to foreigners 
for sometime) at last is made the subject of various 
patriotic native organizations in the province. 


JAPAN 


September 28. The strike at the Kawasaki Dockyards 


in Kobe comes to an end, the management conced- 
ing the request of the workers for an 8-hour day. 


October 4, 1919 


GENERAL 
September 23. The Pittsburg Steel Workers’ Uniom 
announces that there are 327,000 men on strike;, 
the U. S. Senate decides immediately to investigate 
the situation with a view to possible government 
intervention. A Royal Commission in Englan 
considers the question of a double income tax within 
the British Empire. The American Aero Club 
offers prizes approximating $1,000,000 for an aeoro- 
plane mail delivery encircling the world; the U.S, 
Navy Department plans a seaplane flight from 
Southern California to the Philippines. 


September 24. Advices from London indicate that 
several radical changes in the formation of the 
British Cabinet are imminent. A telegram from 
Paris states that President Wilson has approved the 

settlement of the question recently proposed 
by the Supreme Council, namely that Fiume should 
be a free city under Italian suzerainty.

Texas Oil Company Cancels Japanese 
Agency Contract 


The Texas Company, well-known American man- 
ufacturers of petroleum and petroleum products, with 


offices in Houston, Texas and New York City, has an- — 


nounced the cancellation of its connections with Mitsui 
& Company for the distribution of its product in China. 
Henceforth, the Texas Company will control its own 
distribution in China through the American branch 
office at No. 8 Soochow Road, Shanghai. The com- 
pany’s chief brands of oil, “Sing” and “ Yingfoo,” 
are mafketed in China direct from the port of Port 
Arthur, Texas. Since the beginning of the Chinese 
boycott against Japanese goods last May the products 
of the Texas Company throughout China have been 


eboycotted and. it has been reported that very little 


business has been done since that time. In addition 


to the boycott, Chinese dealers are reported to have 
turned back all stocks in their possession to the Texas 
Company. The Texas Company was boycotted in 
spite of every effort that the company could doto show 


_ that its product was of American manufacture. Al- 


though the statement has been denied by the company, 
Chinese business men insist that Mitsui & Company 
in selling the oil has led the Chinese to believe that it 
was a Japanese manufactured product, marketed through ~ 
their own port of * Port Arthur,” and since the average 
Chinese dealer knows of only one city by that name, 
and that in Manchuria, the Japanese have been able to 
get away with the deception. The fact that the Texas 
Company has been forced to cancel its contract with 
Mitsui & Company is expected to have a considerable 
nfluence in discouraging other proposals for ‘“ Japan- 
se-American business cooperation in China.”

Waiting for Japan 
From the ** New York Independgnt”’ 


Up to the time of writing (August 9) the expected 
Japanese announcement that Japan would retire from 
Shantung and restore Kiaochow has not appeared. In- 


stead there is a statement by the Japanese Charge at 


Washington, which he is careful to say only represents 
his personal opinion, that Japan intends to restore Kiao- 


_chow and that control over the Shantung Railway, which 


implies economic mastery of the province, is to be by 
China and Japan jointly. But it further appears from 
the statement that nothing is to be done until an agree- 
ment is reached between China and Japan touching 
unnamed matters. Japan thus continues, by continuing 
an unopen diplomatic policy, to make it difficult for 


her friends in this country to rebut the attacks upon 


her. Is it to be understood that China in essence is to 
buy back Shantung by concessions elsewhere? If so, | 
by what concessions? Moreover, why was a sub- 
ordinate diplomatic agent selected to make an informal 
and non-binding declaration? The transaction thus 
gains the appearance of an effort to ascertain by 
indirection the maximum of what this country will 

It is scarcely necessary to say that 
diplomatic maneuvering of this kind is alien to the 
American temperament and is calculated to stimulate 
The allegation having been made that 
President Wilson originated the Shantung clause in the 
peace treaty insteady of reluctantly consenting to it as 
first reported, the White House has squelched the 
report by disclaiming all responsibility for the clause. 
In reply the President’s critics point out that whatever 
was the precise origin of the clause, he laid the founda- 
tion for it as far baék as November, 1917. In the 
Lansing-Ishii Note then written, our government, prior 
to the peace conference, accepted the principle that 
Japan had special rights in China, particularly in parts 
to which her territories are contiguous. This doctrine 
displaced the doctrine contained in the Root-Takahira 


Note of 1908, by which Japan and the United States 
severally agreed that neither had any special rights in 


China and pledged themselves never to claim any. 
Whatever merit there may be in this criticism it is 
clear the President would now be delighted to get back 
to the Root-Takahira principle and is working diligently | 
to this end. The country, judging from the tone of 
the press, seems to be aware of the unwisdom of drift- 
ing into a state of chronic opposition to Japan. Anti- 
Japanese agitators, who care little for China and whose 
solicitude for her is a new growth, have sought to use 
the Shantung incident to advance their trouble-making 
purpose, but the country has little responded. Japan 
more than most nations has been carefully correct in 
her attitude to this country—at times patient under 
considerable aggravation. This behavior stands her in 
good stead now and her friends believe, if it is made 
clear that no nation is to exploit China, she will gladly 
join in a covenant of self-abnegation. Beside her 
desire to keep on good terms with the United States, _ 
Japan is alive to the impolicy of making permanent 
enemies of the Chinese, who in their boycotts haye a 


defensive weapon of great power whose use would be 
destructive of Japanese trade.

Japan, Britain and France Against America 
and China ? 
From the Nircku’’ ( Japanese) 


America and China have combined in order that 
each can realize its ambitions by taking advantage of 


the other’s influence. This combination is directed 


against Japan, and the situation is becoming increas- 
ingly dangerous to her. America and China agree in 
attempting fundamentally to destroy Japan’s influence 
in the Orient, and this scheme is steadily bearing fruit. 
A fox and a wolf are endeavoring in collusion to harass 
Japan by underhand methods in order to realize their 
unreasonable and inhumane ambitions. If Japan does 
not now destroy the combination of America and 
China or establish a new combination against it, it will 
be impossible for her to avoid ruin. China is, of 
course, a weak country; she cannot contend single- 
handed with Japan. When the powers of two con- 
testants are in balance, the slightest weight thrown 
into the scale will turn the scale. China’s assistance 
to America against Japan is, therefore, as much an 
advantage to America as it is a disadvantage to Japan. 
As long as the American-Chinese combination exists, 
so long will it be impossible for Japan to appeal to 
arms for redress. Unfortunately there is at present 
no means with which to destroy the combination of 
America and China. The only step open to Japan is 
to establish a counter combination. It is far safer to 
meet a combination with a combination than to stage 
the existence of a country on war. How is Japan's 
¢ounter combination to be established. This is a 


serious problem, and decision should not be made in 
haste. Germany is irreconcilable with France, but is 
in a position to approach Russia. If Germany is won 
over, it will not be difficult for Japan to affiliate with 
Russia, and thus Japan can combine with the two 
countries. But such a combination would not be 
strong enough to meet the purpose of counteracting the 
American-Chinese combination, as will easily be seen 
when note is taken of the present state of affairs in 
Germany .and Russia. We therefore urge com- 
bination with Great Britain and France. Not only has 
Great Britain nothing at variance with France, but her 
interests in vafious parts of the world are parallel to 
those of Japan and France, while conflicting with the 
interests of America in many respects. That a conflict 
of interest cannot be moderated by racial affinity is 
clear from the present relations of Japan and China. 


Stop Talking Patriotism and Use “ Less 
Polished” Goods !

All agree that the best way to boycott is to 
encourage manufacture. This is true but there must 
be a period during which there is nothing to fill the gap 
left by the non-use of the Japanese goods.

Look at 
the Cantonese. He wears wooden sandals in a rain. 
Does he lower his standing by doing so? He does 
not. We had better stop talking about sacrifice if we 


cannot use Chinese articles of a less polished sort. 


There is. where the Japanese are our superiors. No 
matter where they go they take their home produce 
with them. It would take fifty years to be patriotic if 
we were to wait till China can produce everything she 
shall need to replace Japanese goods. 


China’s Need for Democratic Education 
From the ‘* Min Kuo Fih Pao’ ( Chinese) 

The number of educated people in China is by no 
means small but the majority of them are engaged in 
doing harm instead of good to the country. Ever since 
the establishment of the Republic the educated, as the 
result of their ambition to become officials and get 
rich quickly, have forgotten their moral standing and 
smothered their conscience and self-respect by allying 
with the militarists and mandarins. This has led toa 
downward tendency in society, which has been striving 


forward with irresistible force and speed. The so- 


called educated class has practically turned into a gang 
of slaves of the militarists and the common enemy of 


the working classes. It is time to wake up. It is 


time for the educated either to overcome the black 
forces or refuse to support them, and at the same time 


_ do their best to plan for the welfare of the common 


masses. T’o expect such a change from the old stan- 
dard of morals is out of the question, What is badly

Even 
the other foreign Powers have again and again failed in 
their Russian policy. China presumes to be their 
superior in this connexion? The scheme is, therefore, 
a renewal of the old pact under a new, disguise. For- 
tunately, the world is not yet all deaf and blind. The 
mere change of a name will not disguise the real thing.

Japanese Activities in the Far East 
From the ‘*London China Express’’ ( British) 

Mr. Moore-Bennett writes in the course of a 
letter from Peking, under date May 24, to the Man- 
chester Guardian: There were, and are, many of us 
who believed sufficiently in the greatness and righteous- 
ness of our country to think, in view of the statements 
made by our nation’s rulers during the past five years 
regarding international law and righteousness, that 
never again would it be possible for one Power to treat 
another as Japan has treated China since 1914, and as 
we in upholding Japan’s avowed policy have treated 
her. Let us put morality aside; let us consider the 
policy only from its economic aspect. Japan has put 
into Peking a number of her own paid nominees, all of 
them officials with experience in the old regime, all of 
them kept in office by threats of the Japanese Army 
and by power of the Japanese purse. Japan has 


during the past five years maintained in London, 
Washington, Paris and other great cities publicity 
departments run by experienced government officials, 
and she has established in Peking, Shanghai, Tientsin, 
Hongkong and Singapore newspapers directly subsidised 
by her government to spread the view of the Eastern 
question that Japan requires the world to believe. She | 
has flooded Hongkong, the Straits, Shanghai and every 
interior provincial capital of China with her nationals. 
She has taken unto herself the civil government of 
parts of Fukien, Shantung and Manchuria outside her 


own borders and her government in Peking which 


controls the Chinese army is supporting her in seeing 
that the Japanese are protected in the interior, and that 
other foreigners are made to confine their efforts to the 
treaty ports. She has instituted a system of banking in 
towns as far off the coast as Sianfu in Shensi and Lan- 
chowfu in Kansu, and her activities are patent in every 
province of China. We have seen examples of 
Japanese fultur and what it means for our trade in 
Formosa and Korea. We know what result the 
Japanese “‘ banking method” has had on our trade in 
Manchuria, and we know the difficulties and disabilities 
that any of us unfortunate enough to have established 
businesses in Japan suffer ; and yet in the face of it all 
we abandon 400 millions of our greatest potential 
buyers to the stonewall ring of Japanese economic 
denomination and cut them off from our own factories. 
We are feeling the pressure of Japanese coordination 
of their political to their commercial and foreign policy 
at every turn.

Japanese Imitations of 


Established U.S. Goods 


A VERY interesting as well as important and .n- 

structive case was decided by Senior American 
Assessor R. P. Tenney and Magistrate Li in the Inter- 
national Mixed Court of Shanghai last week. This 
case is of particular interest to American business men 
in China inasmuch as American business rights were 
at stake. 


The plaintiff in the case was Pond’s Extract 
‘Company being represented at the trial by Flenting, 
Dayies & Bryan. The Pond’s Extract Company 


has for many years manufactured and sold a cold 


cream known as Pond’s Extract Company’s Vanishing 


Cream. This cream has a great and extensive reputa- 
tion all over the world and particularly in China where 


it has been advertised and sold in large quantities. 


The Chinese name of this preparation is known as Ban 
Yat Sen and is considered by the Chinese to be one of 


the best cold creams on the market. 


The agents of the Pond’s Extract Company 
Dodge & Seymour (China) Ltd., were informed by 
Chinese that there was an imitation of their cold cream 
on the market. Some Chinese shroffs were sent out 


to investigate and they returned with some of the — 


imitation cream which they had bought from two 
Chinese hongs, namely, Tseng Shing and Yuen Shing 
Luen. On comparing the two labels the imitation 
proved to be not only an infringement but an absolute 
fraud. The cuts are reproduced herewith, as well as 
another imitation of the same product, prosecution 
on which has not yet been instituted. 


The imitation is called Ronds Extract Company’s 
Vanishing Cream, but the “R” is printed so as to 
look like a “P.” The only other difference to be 
noted is that the imitation is said to be made in 
Clinton, Conn., “S. M. C.” instead of Clinton, Conn., 
U. S. A. No one seems to know what “S. M. C.” 
means but it has been suggested that it means Shanghai 
Municipal Council. 


With these facts in their possession the Pond’s 
Extract Company applied for a temporary injunction 
against Tsung Shing and Yuen Shing Luen. This 
application was granted and as soon as the manager of 


the Yuen Shing Luen was served with summons he 


went to the office of the attorneys for the plaintiff and 
offered to give the names of the parties from whom he 
bought the goods. With the information that was 
supplied by the manager of Yuen Shing Luen a 
temporary injunction was applied for against Wan Fun 
Chong, Hung Tah, and Yuen Lee. This application 
was granted. 


On the trial of the case it Lee that Yuen 
Shing Luen had bought a dozen jars from Wan Fung 
Chong; that Wan Fung Chong had bought a small 


quantity from Hung Tah; and that Hung Tah had 


bought from a Japanese concern. Tseng Shing, Yuen 
Shing Luen, Wan Fung Chong and Hung Tah had 
only bought small quantities of the imitation cream 
ranging from a dozen to three dozen jars. Yuen Lee 
had bought ten cases of the cream and had sold it 
generally throughout China.

The court after hearing the evidence rendered 
judgment granting a permanent injunction against all 
the defendants and also that all the imitation cream be 
brought to Court and destroyed; that an account be 
rendered by the defendants showing how much cream 
they had sold and to whom they sold it. Decision was 
reserved on the question of damages. 


All of the Chinese defendants except one were 
really innocent of\ any misconduct. The real culprit — 
was a Japanese concern and accordingly not subject to 
the jurisdiction of the Mixed Court. The plaintiff i is 
fortunate in having its trade mark registered in Japan 
otherwise it would have no protection against Japanese 


‘trade mark pirates. Americans in China should have 


their trade marks registered in Japan. Owing to the 
activity of Japanese trade mark pirates in the China 
field, registration of U. S. trade marks in Japan is 
considered to be of as much or more importance than 
registration of U. S. trade marks in the U. S. Con-

China Cotton: Throughout this week the market 
displayed a steady tendency with a net advance of one 
tael and a quarter during the early part of the week. 
At the close, fhowever, the tendency was on the easy 
side. 


The chief feature of the week was the fairly large 
volume of buying by bulls, who were encouraged by 
the firm attitude of up-country holders in spite of the 
brilliant weather we are having, basing their calcula- 
tions on a dozen or more crop estimates foreshadowing 
a yield well below last year’s, to which the relative 
smallness of receipts lent color. During the course of 
the next week there will be further contributions to 
the crop literature, so that the market should have well 
discounted the previous estimates. At the close of the 
week the bears have reversed the position, and in our 
opinion the only hope for the bulls is that if they are 
backed by sufficient cash and paper profits they may 
carry the advance further. 3 


From a legitimate point of view, we hardly think 
that the time is propitious for a bull campaign this 
early in the season under present existing conditions, 
what with Spinners holding off and exports impossible 
on account of Exchange. Disregarding for the time 
being the possibilities of intermediate fluctuations which 
may be involved in the question as to whether the 
supply will become available for spinning purposes 
when required, the present outlook seems to offer no 
foundation for the expectation of higher prices in the

British Shippers Object to Panama Canal 
Regulations 


British shippers using the Panama Canal, 


according to a recent issue of the London Times Trade 
Supplement, have protested against the ruling of the 
canal authorities to the effect that the masters of all 
ships in transit through the canal should deposit copies 
of the ship’s manifest. The shippers insist that this 
involves the giving of confidential information and have 
offered to supply a general description of cargoes 
instead. Lord Inchcape, on behalf of the shippers, who 
is negotiating with the Canal authorities, is trying to 
induce the U. S. government to apply the same regula- 
tions that apply at the Suez Canal, that is, the 
authorities are permitted to inspect the manifests, but 
do not demand copies for retention. 


Commercial and Financial Notes 


New Zealand, with a population of only 
1,200,000, imported in 1918 a total of $117,934,488 
—almost $100 per capita, according to a recent issue 
of the Nation’s Business. Twenty-one per cent of 
these imports were from the United States. 


The Bowman-Woods Hotel interests, according to 
recent announcements, plan to expend $40,000,000 on 


nine new hotels on the Pacific Coast, eastern cities, 


Cuba and the Orient. The syndicate at present controls 
the “ Biltmore,” “Commodore,” and other hotels in the 
United States. 


A new record has been reached in exports for the 
United States, the total for the fiscal year of 1919 now 
standing at more than $7,000,000,000. The highest 
total for any month during the.year was made in June 
when the exported products had a total money value of 
$9 18,000,000, exceeding the previous high record made 
in April 1919 by more than $200,000,000. 

It has been reported that foreign goods sold in 
Canton have become very popular and this is shown by 
the following news note. One of the large bazaars that 
dealt in native goods only was sold out at auction, with 
liabilities exceeding the assets by $120,000. The

The government’ of Indo-China has announced 
the publication of a pamphlet by Charles Crevost, on 
«© Oil-bearing Plants of Indo-China.” The booklet 
gives details as to prices of seeds and oil, and methods 
of production of oil from cotton, kapok, hemp, sesame, 
oil palms, castor beans, etc. The remarks about 
extracting oil from the seeds of the rubber tree are of 
special interest. 

The United States Shipping Board has decided to 
pro-rate 170,000 tons of government-owned tonnage 
among the various shipping companies whose ships are 
still under requisition of the United States. Transfers 
are to be made on a reciprocity basis. The greater 
part of the 170,000 tons will go to the American 
‘Hawaiian Line, the American Line, Luckenback and 
W. R. Grace & Company. 

The discovery of more than 1 per cent of potas- 
sium salts in the brine from the salt wells at 
Tzeliuching, Szechuan province, 100 miles southeast 
of Chengtu, is announced. It is estimated that there 
are over 1,000 of these wells, from 1,000 to 3,000 
feet deep. The mother liquor left after the crystaliza- 
tion of the salt by evaporation with natural gas contains 
Petroleum is also 
found mixed with the brine, according to a recent issue 
of Commerce Reports. 

It is interesting to note the series of intelligent 
efforts which are being made to improve the pro-~ 
duction of raw materials in China. Recently D. E. 
Douty spent some time in South China making sug- 
gestions for the improvement of silk culture, and now 
Mr, Cooke, an expert connected with the Department 
of Agriculture, is expected to arrive shortly in China, 
with his assistant, where he will make valuable sug- 
gestions regarding the cotton industry. According to 
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the Far Eastern Division, Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, the College of Agriculture and 
Forestry of the University of Nanking has arranged 
for a number of cotton experiment stations in the 
Yangtze Valley for the cultivation of American cotton. 

There is a growing demand in China for worsted 
suitings, dress coatings, cream serges, and cream 
flannel, all §4 or 56inches wide, according to Commerce 
Reports. In Shanghai medium heavy weights are 
required rather than light weights. The cause for 
this demand is due to the fact that the Chinese have a 
tendency to adopt the foreign style of dress, and if the 
American manufacturers wish to extend their business 
in the markets of China they must be prepared to 
compete with other countries, not only in prices, but in 
novel patterns, fonthe Chinese men and women are 
very particular, and they will not choose the foreign 


_ goods unless they are tempted by attractive samples.

The Shanghai Cotton Milt Owners’ Association 
held its general meeting in Shanghai September 30, C. 
W. Beswick presiding. A feature of the meeting was 
the presence of John B. Griffing, an American cotton 
expert from Arizona, who has recently arrived in China 
and is now engaged in inspecting the principal cotton 
producing districts in this country. His services have 
been secured in collaboration with the Nanking Uni- 
versity and the Cotton Anti-Adulteration Association. 
The chairman in his speech deprecated the short-sighted 
policy of the Chinese government in increasing the 
duty on imported raw cotton by 33 1/3 per cent, in 
sharp contrast to the situation in Japan where raw 
cotton is imported free of duty. Immediately follow- 
ing the meeting of the cotton mill men the meeting of 
the Anti-Adulteration Association took place, for which 
practically the same committee serves except that E. 
C. Pearce is the chairman. The extra amount of 
cotton examined as compared with previous years had 
warranted a reduction in the charge of testing fees, as 
was pointed out by the chairman in his speech. He 
also paid a warm tribute to the work of James Kerfoot, 
who had recently left China, and he hoped that the 
other members of the Association would continue the 
fight against adulerated cotton. | 


New Books and 


Publications 


A Conference of American Exporters 


Export Problems of the United States ; Papers read 
before the Ninth Annual Convention of the American 
Manutacturers’* Export Association. Issued by the Ameri- 
can Manufacturers’ Export Association: New York 1979. 


ig is a statement of E. H. Harriman’s, that’ “ the 
best way to find out what is best to be done is to 
start something.” This belief is more than a private 
program ; it is the creed of many a business man and 
particularly of the men who have been building up 
America’s export trade of to-day. In this volume these 
men present the results of a conference in which they 
have been telling each other what they have learned. 
The volume is further.evidence, if such evidence 
were needed, of America’s growing interest in foreign 
trade. It is true, of course, that an exaggerated notion 
of the importance of exports has existed in the nations 
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of the West since the days of the mercantilists, but 
this exaggerated interest has, in the immediate past in 
America, been confined to post-prandial oratory and 
the newspaper leader. Now we have a vigorous in- 
terest of a practical sort. When a meeting of Ameri- 
can business men considers such matters as * Improve- 
- ments in Packing and Crating” and a “ Demonstration 
of an Export Order,” the Far Eastern importer or 
agent, though he may remark sarcastically “ It’s about 
time,” will nevertheless feel satisfaction that such 
things are being done at all. 


Another matter upon which sensible things are 
said in this volume is foreign advertising. The recent- 
ly organized Advertising Club of China can do no 
better than give some study to the papers under this 
section. The American business man cannot be told 
too often that a well-known trade mark is among the 
most desirable possessions of the corporation that wants 
Chinese business. 7 


Further evidence of accurate information or - 


definite interest is to be found in the discussion of 
actual courses of study on foreign trade under the 
«¢ Federal Board for Vocational Guidance,” the address 
by a lawyer on “ How Different Types of Selling 
Organizations Mav Obtain the Benefits of the Webb- 
Pomerene Law” and the attention given by H. E. 
Cole of the Standard Oil Company to the problem of 
education for American children in the Far East. 

But when the economist, who has perhaps been 
reading such an excellent exposition of the funda- 
mental facts of America’s foreign trade as is to be 


found in a recent number of The Annals of the American 


Academy under the title ZJnternational Economics, asks 
questions of these men the replies are often vague and 
misleading. One group, and a fairly large group, seems 
to be of the opinion that foreign trade is war and that 
it is dominated by the ethics of war. Another group 
is of quite the opposite opinion, holding that after the 
recent war we have entered upon a period of coopera- 
tion and goodfellowship in our international economic 
relations. This is not the place to examine these 
theories and the assumptions that underlie them. 
There is one man, however, who is not content to 
leave the subject without some examination of the 
underlying facts. ‘That man is Frank A. Vanderlip 
and the following sentences are put down to indicate 
his way of thinking as well as to suggest further thought 
upon the subject : | 

“ The highest estimate of the amount of foreign 
investment in this country, of which I know, placed 
the total at five and one-half billions. We have now 
paid off that debt, and viewing our position interna- 
tionally, we have seven billions more to our credit. 
We must absorb foreign credit obligations in 
payment for a large part of our exports......your ability 
to develop a great foreign trade will be circumscribed 
by the willingness of the country to absorb more foreign 
securities.” 

It would be interesting to apply this reasoning to 
the trade between America and China. 

The American business man in the Far East, who 
wants to get some idea of the men, the problems and 
the methods that are important in America’s export 
business, needs to get a copy of this book, look through 
it and read the addresses that interest him.

Kaifengfu-Honanfu (Peinlo) Line 


The Ksifengiu-Honanfu (Pienlo) Railway often called the 
Lungbai and Pieolo Line connects the main Shaoghai-Tientsin 
lines with the Peking-Hankow line. It is 115 miles long and 
was financed principally by France-Belgian capital. 


This line joins the Peking-Hankow Railway at Chenchow and 
an extension to Hsuchowfu on the Shanghai-Nanking-Tientsin 
line is contemplated. The line is franchised and has a capital 
of Mex. $17,270,595 of which Mex,$17,182,006 is paid up. 
The franchise for its construction was granted to the Compagnie 
Generale des Chemins de fer et Tramways de Chine. 260 
miles of extension to Sianfu was originally granted to two 
Chinese provincial companies. The first Section of 115 miles 
was redeemed by the Chinese Central Government in 1914. 


The amovnt at credit for the cost of the railway was Mex. 

$16,537,779 and of this sum Mex. $16,300,117 has already 
been disbursed. Passenger receipts for the first five years 
working were: Mex. $273,489; $303,960; (No record) ‘ 
$482.097 : $537,313. Freight receipts in 1911 and 1912 were 
Mex. $261,348; and Mex. $274,960, and in 1914 and 1915 
Mex. $547,388 and $485,377 respectively. 


The general working expenses in 1911 and 1912 were Mex. 
$465,179 and $524,741 and in 1914 and 1915 were Mex. 
$464,464 and $606,426 respectively.
